makes the Bank Commissioner bill so 
unpopular in the Legislature. 


An Excellent Idea— Plant Trees. 


The hill to create the office of Bank 
Commissioner does not appear to be a 
favorite with the majority in the Leg­ 
islature. 
Its unpopularity is perhaps 
due to the influence of banks and 
bankers on members of the two Houses 
and the fact that this influence is man­ 
ifested ought, and no doubt will be ac­ 
cepted by the people as eviffiince that 
there are a good many banks in Cali­ 
fornia whose credit would not be 
strengthened by a public statem ent of 
their actual condition. 
A sound bank 
—one conducted on a fair basis and 
governed by honest principles, has no 
cause to fear a Bank Commissioner, 
an J will not spend money in lobbying 
to defeat a bill providing for the ap ­ 
pointm ent of such an officer. In op­ 
posing the Bank Commissioner’s bill 
members of Mie Legislature are adding 
nothing to their popularity with the 
people,nor are they placing themselves 
entirely without the pale of suspicion 
th a t their opposition is due to the in­ 
fluence originating only from a con­ 
viction of right, 
lh e theory that 
banks are private property, of the real 
value ami standing of which the public 
have no right to information other, 
th aa th at the managers see fit to give, 
is false and dangerous. 
The broker 
who buys and sells w ith his own 
inouey m ay us* this argum ent with 
effect. 
But the bank which receives 
deposits aud becomes the custodian of 
the funds of all who through its own 
showing feel sufficient confidence in 
ittO i,i c-pt its certificate is au estab­ 
lishm ent of lh«? financial status and 
strength of which every one who has 
deposited or is liable to deposit a dol­ 
lar iu its vault has a right to know. It 
is not a private concern because it 
does business w ith the publto’s money. 
On w hat principle <>f law do a 
dozen individuals become the keepers 
of the people’s money without giving 
s a tis fa c to ry security that the funds 
will be murflo.d when called for? 
How are depositors to know that the 
security is sal isfactory,uuless the guar­ 
antee comes from a disinterested party 
who has the legal right to know where­ 
of he speaks?

The law, we believe, authorizes the 
County Superintendent of Schools to 
set out trees about school buildings 
and pay the expense thereof out of the 
school fund.

SA CRA M EN TO ,March 6th.—The Sen­ 
ate Committee on Corporations, con­ 
sisting of Farley, Chairman, Graves, 
Gibbons, Evans, Shirley, Satterwhite 
and McCarthy, m et on Sunday morn­ 
ing to take testimony and hear state­ 
ments for and against the passage of 
the Archer fares and freights bill. The 
committee room was filled by Sena­ 
tors, Assemblymen and persons con­ 
nected with the railroad Companies of 
the State, persons inimical to railroad 
interests and lookers-on. 
Gov. Stan­ 
ford and several representatives of the 
Central Pacific railroad were also 
present. 
Alfred A. Cohen, of Alameda, ap­ 
peared on behalf of the bill and made 
a lengthy statement in support of bis 
position. He said that the Archer tijlf 
would afibj’d (o gny railroad company 
designing to do busingfti iu a Jegitir 
mate manner a fair and proper return 
on the capital invested. He said: I 
would take any road that the Central 
Pacific lias to-day; I would pay the 
«mL|«I cost and give fifteen per cent. 
r 
ier annum op jt from the time of the 
n vest incut to the present day and 
ivopid accept the provisions pf thp 
Archer bi}l. I consider a fair retlipn 
on the capital invested to be; First, 
the cost of operating the road; next, 
the interest upon the debt; third, the 
proportion of wear and tear; fourth, a 
liberal dividend. 
Now, this road has 
done r.joiL than this. 
It has received 
subsidies 'which tiuve made its owi.eis

Standford then took the stand 
and stated in reply to a question from 
a member of the committee that undei 
the rates of the Archer bill railroad 
transportation to and from Los A n ­ 
geles county would have to be entirely 
suspended. H e stated th a t Los A n ­ 
geles was one of the great railroad 
centres of the State, and its loss under 
this bill would be very great. 
He 
•spoke of the prosperity of Los Angeles 
county and attributed much of the 
same to the benifieial influence of the 
railroad. 
He asked for justice at the 
hands of the committee, and stated 
substantially that true state of affairs 
was that it was a contest of the people 
against the Archer bill, not the people 
against the railroads. 
Upon the conclusion of the Gov­ 
ernor’s argument Mr. A. A. Cohen 
took the floor in rebuttal of statements 
made, and

disposing certain 
statements of Mr. Stubbs, said that 
it was high time th at there was legis­ 
lation upon the question of fares and 
freights, and as the railroad company 
would not assist the Legislature in 
preparing such a bill the Legislature 
would do the best they could, and if 
amendments) wrere necessary to the en­ 
tire correctness of the bill, why did 
not the railroad company make such 
amendments. Adjourned until 7 p . M.
